WHILE  wish  reverence  and  lefijna'i- 
Oft  we  contemplate  the  difpenfi.ti 
ons  of  Divine  Piovidonce,  in  the  al»~ming 
»nd  d.  ffruttive  peflilcnce  with  which  fr- 
veial  of  our  cities  and  tov*  ns  have  he  en  vi 
fited  iheie  is  <  an'e  tor  gratitude  and  mutu- 
al congratulation.-,  that  the  malady  has  dif- 
appeaicd.  ar  d  1  k>at  wc  are  again  pe-nntttd 
to  affi  mole  m  fab-tvat  ihe-  it  at  of  govern 
nient  for  thr  difc  barge  o*  our  important  du- 
ties.  '  But  whefj  we  t  A  ct  that  this  fata! 
di'ordei  has.  wiihin  a  tew  yeais,  made  re- 
peated r«y»g«-siti  (oer.e  of  rui  piincipal  f<  a 
port »  and  with  ircreafed  malignancy,  ard 
when  we  cot  fidrr  the  n  apnud  of  ih« 
evil*  atifmg  from  the  interruption  el  thr 
puMic  and  private  bufinels,  whereby  'he 
national  imerefts  are  deeply  afreied—  1 
think  it  rr  v  duty  to  invite  the  lepiflaiutc  of 
the  union  to  examine  the  cxp<  dieric)  <>'  ef- 
tabHftiino.  foitable  regulations  in  aid  ol  the 
health  laws  of  the  refpeclive  ftates;  for 
thefe  being  lormed  on  the.  idea  that  cor.ta 
pious  fi<  knefs  may  be  communicatt d  thio' 
aiie  channels  of  comrrerctyhere  feems  to  be 
a  neeeffitv  that  coniMefs,  who  alone  can  re- 
gulate trade,  fhould  tiame  a  fyftem,  which, 
while  it  may  tend  to  prefcrve  the  general 
he.il'h,n<ay  be  compatible  wi:h  iheintetefts 
ef  commerce,  and  the  iaiety  of  the  reve- 
nue. \  . .  -  ,  .  1 
While  we  thi-  k  on  this  calamity,  and 
fvmpathW  wi*h  the  immediate  fi  fferersvwe 
i,ave  abundant  r.  afon  to  p.rlent  to  the  Su- 
preme B"in;>  oui  annual  on].  tiom  of  grati- 
tude, lor  a  liberal  participation  in  the  ordi- 
ran  hlrflims  oi  hi*  providence.  To  the 
ufual  fehjefti  '  •  e'Mitude,  1  cannot  omit  to 
add  ore  of  ti  e  fiil>  importance  10  our  wr! 
hting  and  fafetv  :  1  mean  the  Ipiii'  whir  h 
has  aril,  n  in  our  country  agairlt  ihe  1 
races  and  a£grcffion  o*  a  forr^n  nation.— 
A  manly  fer  !e  ol  narional  honor.  riiKnity. 
and  independence,  has  appear*  d,  which,  if 
encouraged  and  invig.>ra'ed  byevery  branch 
of  the  gov.  rnnr-nt,  will  enable  us  to  view, 
undilmaved,  the  enterprifes  of  any  foiei^n 
power,  and  become  the  lure  foundation  of 
rational  profprritv  and  glory. 

The  courlc  of  the  tranLetions  in  relation 
to  the  United  Sates  -nd  France,  which 
have  come  to  m\  knowledge  cunng  vour 
rere's,  wi  1  he  n  a^e  the  luhjcct  ol  a  future 
communication.  Tbe  enmn  imitation  will 
confirm  th»-  ull'mate  failure  ol  ihe  niealures 
which  have  hecn  taken  by  ihe  government 
of  »hc  United  >i <)i+jL  towa'd.-  ar  ajnicattle 
»<  j  ill  men'  of  diilcirnees  with  that  power. 
You  will  at  the  fame-  time  perceive,  ihat  the 
Fr  rich  Eovernment  appears  folicircus  to 
impref*  ih  opinion,  ihat  it"  is  avcifetoa 
rupture  with  this  tou'itie  ,  and  that  11  has  -n 
a  q.ia!'fied  mam  er,  declared  itrei/  willing 
to  receive  a  mil  illei  Irom  the  Uened  States 
for  the  puipol  -  of  r»ftor;n,-  a  u"nn  unrler- 
ftandinc.  It  ts  HnfnMurratfl  f<»  prof e (Soot 
of  ihia  kind,  thai  ihej  f^nuld  be  eap^effed 
in  terms  whit  b  may  countrnarce  thr  inad- 
mifhhle  yetenhon  of  a  ri^ht  to  preknbr 
the  qualificatioiis  which  a  mtniticr  fiom  the 
United  States  fhould  profeft,  and  that  while 
France  is  aflertinp  the  eaiftence  of  a  di  po- 
htion  on  her  part  to  conciliate  with  finteri- 
ty  the  differences  which  have  aiilet-,  the 
fincerity  of  a  like  dilpofiiu in  on  the  pail  of 
the  Unit«d  States,  of  which  lo  many  dt 
man ftrij tivc  proofs  have  been  given,  fhould 
even  be  induetfly  queflioned.  It  is  ^!'o 
worthy  of  obfeivation  that  the  decree  o'  the 
directory  alledgcd  to  be  intended  to  reftratn 
the  depredations  of  French  cruizers  on  our 
commerce,  has  not  niven  and  cannot  give 
any  relief  :  it  enjoins  lh<m  to  conform  lo 
all  the  layvs  of  France  relative  to  cruizing 
and  pi izes,  while  thele  laws  are  thetlriftlves 
the  fourcesof  the  depredations  of  winch  we 
ha.e  fo  long,  fo  juftly  and  fo  froitleWy 
complained. 

The  law  of  France  cna£led  in  January 
lad,  yvhich  fubjeBate  capture  and  coi  dem- 
rjation  neutral  velTcls  and  their  c  argoes,  if 
any  portion  of  the  latter  are  of  Britifh  fabric 
or  produce,  although  the  entire  property  be- 
longs to  neutrals,  inftoad  of  tein.£  refcinded, 
has  lately  received  a  confirmation,  by  the 
failure  of  a  proportion  for  its  rep  al.  While, 
this  law,  yvhich  is  an  unequivocal  acl  of 
war  on  the  commerce  of  ihe  nations  it  at- 
tacks, continues  in  force,  thofe  nations  can 
fee  in  the  Fieucta  government  only  a  power 


reg?rdle<sof  their  •fiential  ngh's,  of  their 
.rHepeno'-uf  e  ai  d  loveien  nt\  ;  ard  if  they 
poflefl  the  means,  thev  can  tecr^nc  le  t  o 
th»na  with  their  mteicfl  and  honor,  fut  a 
ft  ;ni  tefi  (lance. 

Hitherto;  therefore,  nothing  is  difcovei 
able  in  the  eonducll  ol  France,  v.  h-.ch  oupht 
to  charge  oi  r<"l?x  cur  mca'uies  ol  dt  lent  e  ; 
on  the  contrary.  10  extend  and  invigorate 
them  is  our  true  policy.  We  have  no  rea- 
Ion  to  regret  th«t  thefe  Bieafures  h.ve  been 
ihus  far  adopted  and  purfued  :  ard  in  pro 
portion  as  we  enlarge  our  view  ol  the  por- 
tentous and  incalculable  fitpaiiorl  of  Eu- 
rope, we  fliall  dilcover  n<  w  and  togent  n  o- 
tives  for  the  lull  development  of  our  ener- 
gies and  refources. 

But  in  demcnllratirg  I  v  our  tot  r'.n'J  ihat 
we  do  not  'ear  w*r,  in  the  necrfLry  pio- 
tefiion  of  our  rithts  ?nd  honor9  we  fhili 
give  no  room  to  infer  that  we  abandon  the 
defire  o*  peace.  An  efniient  pteparation 
for  war  can  alcne  enfure  peace.  It  is  peace 
that  we  have  uni'oimly  and  perltvcringly 
cultivated,  and  harmony  between  us  and 
France  m-v  be  reftored  at  her  option.  But 
10  fr  i  d  ar  o'her  miniftct,  w  ithout  more  de- 
terminate alTi  r^ncc  s  that  he  would  be  re- 
ceived, w  pold  be  an  afl  ol  humiliation  to 
which  ihe  Uniird  Slates  ought  ret  to  lub- 
mit.  L  muft  th'  iefore  be  It  It  to  France,  if 
irnced  fi  e  is  defirous  ol  ac  comrr  odation,  10 
•;  ket!,.  itqinfite  fieps.  TheU.  States  will 
flcac'ih  erhlerve  the  maxin.s  by  y\h:th  they 
have  frenhiiheno  governed.  Thtywill 
refpeel  the  factcd  riphts  of  <mb?iTy.  And 
with  a  fincere  dif  •  o  fit  ion  on  the  part  of 
p  ranee  to  defill  liom  honibty,  to  m^ke  re- 
paraticn  for  injuries  heretofore  irflitled  on 
ou  r  con  meice,  and  to  do  juftice  in  future, 
there  will  be  no  obftade  to  the  rt»ftorat:on 
of  a  friendly  mtc  rcourfe.  In  miking  to 
von  this  declarntion.  I  give  a  pledge  to 
France  and  to  the  world,  that  the  exec  utive 
aiilhorit)  of  this  country  dill  adheres  to  the 
humane  ur.d  pacific  policy,  which  has  in- 
variably governed  its  p'Oeeedinj;s,  in  con- 
Ibrmity  with  the  wifhtsof  the  other 
branches  of  the  government  ard  of  ihe  peo- 
ple of  *h  United  Slates.  But  confidering 
the  late  lr.aiiilellaiionsol  her  policy  towards 
fort  »■»  til  tior.»,  1  c.erm  it  a  duly  deliberate 
ly  ar  r!  lob  ninly  to  aeclaie  my  opinion,  that 
whelhet  wa  neeociale  with  hei  or  rot,  vi- 
g'lious  pteVa  rat  sons  lor  war  will  he  alike 
i'rdi'penfable.  Thefc  alone  will  give  to  us 
an  '  qua)  treatv  and  inlure  its  ohfei  vance. 

Arnnno  the  mcafures  of  pteparation, 
which  appear  expedient,  I  take  the  liberty 
to  recai  your  attention  10  the  naval  arma 
r  ent.  Tbe  beneficial  effeas  of  the  fmall 
naval  armament,  piovidcd  under  the  aetsof 
tbe  laR  felfioh,  ate  kr  own  and  aeknow- 
led^ed.  Perhaps  rioeountry  ever  experi- 
enced moic  fuc.den  and  remailcal  le  advan- 
tages fiom  nnv  mcaluie  of  policy,  than  we 
have  derived  I  roil  the  arming  for  out  ma- 
ritime protection  and  ceh  rte.  \\  e  6ught, 
without  lofs  of  time,  to  lay  the  Inundation 
for  an  encieafe  of  cur  navy  to  a  fizc  luffi  1- 
ent  to  gu-ird  our  to^/1,  and  protect  our 
tiade.  Such  a  naval  fo;ce,  as  it  is poobtlcfs 
in  the  power  ol  the  United  States  to  create 
ar  o  maintain,  v  ould  alfo  zfford  the  beft 
means  of  general  defence,  by  facilitating  the 
f*fe  tranf  perflation  ol  troops  ard  fir  res  to

phfh  this  impotent  object,  a  piudcnt 
lor'iii  ht  KCj.iiies  that  lyftt  tnatical  meafures 
he  adopted  lor  procuring  at  all  times,  the 
irqu.fiie  timfer  and  Other,  fuppliej,  In 
what  manner  this  {hail  be  done  1  leave  to 
)  oui  co  fidera:  ion. 

I  will  now  advert,  gentlemeo,  to  fome 
matter*  of  Ms  moment,  but  proper  to  he 
communicated  to  the  naiional  legiflaiurr. 

Afiei  ihe  Spat  ifh  tan i Ions  had  evac  uatcd 
the  pofts  ih«  y  oceupied  at  the  Natchez  and 
WalriUI  finis,  the  commiflioner  of  the 
Unifco  Slates  commenced  his  ofefi  tvations, 
10  afcrriain  the  point  near  tlic  M  fTifiippi, 
which  terminated  the  r.oriheinmofl  pari  of 
thirty  firft  degree  of  1. oilh  latitude.  From 
ihence  he  uioceer'fd  to  run  the  houndary 
line  between  ihe  United  States  and  Spain 
He  was  afterwards  joined  by  the  Spanifb 
eommifiioner  when  the  work  of  (he  lormer 
wasconfiimed:  and  they  procec ded  toge- 
ther to  the  di  markation  of  the  line. — Re- 
cent intoi  mation  rendc  is  it  provable  that  the 
Southern  Indians  either  mitigated  fo  op 
pofe  the  demaikaiion,  or  jeafuus  oi  tht  con 
fequenccs  of  luiT^ring  white  people  to  run 
a  line  over  the  lands,  to  which  the  Indian 
title  had  not  been  exfinguifhtd,  have,  ere 
this  time,  (lopped  the  progreis  ot  the  com 
mifiioners.  And  confidering  the  m. (chiefs 
whi(.h  may  rclult  from  continuing  the  de- 
rnarkaiion,  in  oppofition  to  the  will  of  the 
Indian  tribes,  the  great  expenfe  attending  it, 
and  that  the  boundaries  which  the  commif- 
fioners  have,  aflually  eflabliO^ed,  proSably 
extend  at  icaft  as  far  as  the  Inc'iar.  title  has 
been  cxunguifhcd,  i{  will  pcrlwps  become 


expedient  and  necelfary  to  lulpei  d  luither 
procer  dings  bv  leralling  our  comm  fiioncis. 

The  commifhorferj  appointta  in  puilu- 
ance  to  the  filth  article  ol  the  tieaty  of  ami- 
•  \,  commerce  and  navigation,  between  the 
United  States  and  his  Biitar.ic  majefty,  to 
determine  v»  hat  river  v;as  trulv  intended 
under  the  name  of  the  river  St.  Croix, 
mentioned  in  'he  treatv  of  peace,  and  foun 
'r.g  a  part  of  the  bour.rtai y  therein  ddctibed. 
have  finally  dec  ide  d  thai  qui  [lion.  On  the 
twenty-Unfa  of  October,  thev  mane  their 
declaration  that  a  river  called  Seodiac, 
which  lalls  inic  PdiTanuquodciy  Bay,  at  its 
rr.ii-wr flern  quarter,  was  the  true  St. 
Cioix  intended  in  the  treaty  of  peace,  as 
lar  as  its  gteat  lo.k,  where  one  ol  in  (1  teams 
comet  'iom  ire  w<flward,  aid  the  oihcr 
Irom  the  northyvard,  and  that  'he  latiei 
ffteam  is  the  continuation  ct  the  St.  Cioi> 

10  its  l«>uice.  Tins  denfion,  if  is  under 
flood,  v.  ill  preclude  all  contention  among 

11  dividual  ClMmanft,  *s  it  fic-ms  thot  the 
Stodiae  ar.Q  hi  rspithetn  branch  bound  the 
giants  ol  lands  which  have  been  made  by 
the  refpecYrve  anjoining  govemmenis — A 
fuboidmate  queflion  however,  has  been 
luggc  ftedj  it  lull  icmnris  to  be  de >ei mined. 
Between  the  mouth  ol  'he  Si.  Cioix,  as 
now  fetiled,  and  what  is  uftiajh  called  ihe 
Bay  of  Fundy,  lie  a  number  of  valuable 
iflands.  1  he  commiffioneri  have  not  con 
turned  the  toundary  linrs  through  any 
chan'  el  of  thele  iflands,  and  unlefs  the  Bay 
of  P.ifiamacjUoedy  be  a  pait  ol  the  Bay  of 
Fundy,  this  furthe"i  adjuliment  of  boundary 
will  be  necelTary.  But  it  is  apprehended 
that  this  will  not  be  a  matter  of  any  diffi 
culty. 

Sue  h  progrefs  has  been  made  in  the  exa- 
mination and  decifion  of  cafes,  of  captuies 
and  condemnatic  n  of  American  velTels 
which  were  the  luhjecl  of  the  leventh  arti- 
cle of  the  tieaty  of  amity,  cemtaoetee  and 
navigation,  between  »he  United  States  and 
Gteat  Britain  —  ihat  it  is  luppoled  ihe  com- 
niiflione rs  will  be  able  to  bring  the  ir  bi.fi- 
nels  to  a  conclufion,  in  Au^ufl  ol  thr  toiu- 
ing  vear. 

The  commifiioners  afling  under  the 
twci  n -filth  article  o!  the  :reaty  between 
the  United  Siati  s  and  Spain,  have  atljuft'-cl 
niofi  ol  the  claims  of  our  cftiften^  for  lolTes 
fuftaincd  in  conlequence  ot  their  veflels  and 
carpoes  having  been  taken  bv  the  (uljefls 
of  his  Catholic  majr  fly,  curing  the  late  war 
between  France  ai  d  Spain, 

Various  circumflances  have  concurred  to 
delay  the  exerution  of  the  law  for  augment- 
ing the  military  « ft.ibiifhn  ent.  Among 
the  fe,  the-  delire  of  obtaining  ihe  fulielt  in- 
formation  to  direct  the  bell  leleflion  of  of- 
ficers. As  thisohjeel  will  now  be  fpeedily 
accon.pl. fiirc,  it  ist  xpecleri  that  the  raifing 
ano  organizing  of  the  troops  will  proceed 
without  obfl«c  lc  and  with  e  fle6t. 

Gentlemen  of  the  hi/ufe  oj  rrprrftntatives, 

1  Have  dire  fled  an  eflimate  of  the  appro- 
priations which  will  he  neic  flary  for  the  fer- 
vice  of  the  enftjing  y  ear,  lo  he  1:  "  befoie 
you,  orn  mpanitd  wilh  a  vh  W  of  ihe  pub- 
lic receipts  and  expenditures  to  a  recent 
period.  It  will  afloid  you  fatisfaflion  to 
in'er  the  great  extent  and  folidity  of  the 
public  relources  from  ihe  piofpe  rous  flate 
of  the  finances,  rot witf  flanding  the  unex- 
ampled emb.nr-'iTrTcr'ts  which  have  attend- 
cu  coti  m  rte.  Vv  hen  you  rtileff  on  the 
confi  icuous  examples  ol  p^triotifm  and  li- 
bcraHty,  which  have  been  exhibiteci  by  our 
mercantile;  fel!ow-citizen<,  and  how  great 
m  proportion  ol  the  public  icfources  de- 
pends on  iheir  enierpr  ze,  y  ou  will  natu- 
rally confidcr  whether  their  convenience 
cannot  he  promoted  and  reconciled  with 
ihe  fecuritv  of  their  revenue  bv  a  revifion 
of  the  hftem  bv  which  the  collection  is  at 
prelent  regulated. 

During  your  recefs,  meafures  have  been 
Oradilv  purfued  for  effecting  ihe  valuations 
and  returns,  directed  by  the  afct  of  the  laft 
fifron.  prelimmacv  to  the  afle  ff-nent  and 
collection  of  a  dtretSt  tax. — No  o:her  delays 
rr  obffacles  have  been  ex pei ienced,  except 
Inch  as  were  expected  to  arife  from  the 
great  extern  <».r  our  country,  arid  tbe  magni- 
tude and  novelty  of  the  operation,  and 
enough  hds  been  accompbfhed  to  allure  a 
Inlfilment  of  the  vie.vs  of  the  ltgifl.tuie. 
(■entlemen  oj  the fenate.  and 
Gentlemrn  oj  the  houfe.  of  rcprejentatives, 
I  Cannot  clofe  this  addreis,  wirhnut  once 
more  advening  to  our  political  (iiuation 
and  inculcating  the  eff  ntial  impoitance  ol 
uniting  in  the  maintenance  oi  our  deareft 
intercfK;  and  I  trult,  that  by  the  temper 
and  wifdom  of  your  pco<  eedings,  and  by  a 
harmony  of  mealuies,  we  fl  ail  fecure  tc^ 
Our  counnv  that  weight  and  rclpect,  to 
which  11  is  io  juftly  entitled.

The  ftnate  in  a  body  waited  upon  the  pre- 
fident  of  lire  United  States  this  morning, 
with  the  following  anlwer  to  his  fpeech 
at  the  opening  ol  the  le  fiion. 

To  the  prefident  oj  the  United  States. 
Sir, 

The  fenate  of  the  Uniled  Stares  join  you 
in  thanks  to  the  Almighty  God,  for  the  ic- 
mcval  of  the  late  <fflic:ting  difpenfations  rf 
his  piovidence, — and  for  the  patriotic fptrit, 
and  general  piolpeiity  of  our  country. 
Sympathy  fe-v  the  lufteringsof  our  fellovv- 
iitizcns  Irom  difeafes,  and  the  important 
inte  refls  of  the  union,  demand  of  the  nati- 
onal legiflaiure  a  ready  co-operation  with 
ihe  ftaie  governments,  in  the  ufe  of  luch 
n'C.ns  as  leem  belt  calculated  to  prevent  the 
teturn  of  this  fatal  calamity. 

Although  we  have  finceiely  wifhed  that 
an  aejuHment  of  our  differences  with  the 
republic  ol  France  might  be  effected  on  lafe 
and  honorable  terms,  yet  the  inloimaiion 
vou  have  given  us  ol  the  ultimate  failure  of 
ti  c  negotiation  has  not  furprifed  us.  In 
the  general  conduct  of  that  republic  we 
have  leen  a  def^n  of  univerfal  irfluence 
incompatible  with  the  felt  governrm  nt,  and 
deflruttivc  to  the  independence  of  other 
ftates.  In  its  conduct  towards  thefe  U. 
States  we  have  feen  a  plan  of  hoftility  1  ur- 
lued  with  uniemitted  conftancy,  equally 
tlilregarding  the  obligation  of  tieatie.-,  and 
the  rights  of  individuals.  We  have  f.en 
two  embaffies  formed  for  the  put  pofe  of 
mutual  explanations,  and  clothed  with  the 
moft  extenfive  and  libeial  power.*,  dilmilkd 
without  recognition,  and  even  without  a 
hearing.  I  he  goverr  ment  of  Fiance  has 
not  only  re'ubd  to  repeal,  but  has  recently 
erjoined  the  obfervance  of  its  former  edict 
relpefcting  merchandize  of  Butifh  fabric  or 
produce,  the  ptopeity  of  neutrali  b*v  which 
the  inteiruption  of  our  lawlul  commeice, 
and  the  fpoliation  of  the  property  of  our 
citizens,  have  again  received  a  public  ianc- 
tion.  Thefe  facts  iodicaie  no  thange  of 
tyfteni  01  diffofition;  they  fpeak  a  more 
intelligible  language  than  pioleflions  of  lo- 
liritudc,  to  avoid  a  rupture  however  ar- 
dently m  ide.  But  il,  after  the  repeated 
proofs  we  have  fiven  pi  .a  fircere  defne  for 
peace,  thefe  prole  fliens  fhould  be  accompa- 
nied by  it  fir  uations  implicating  the  inte- 
grity wiih  which  it  has  l>een  purlued,  if 
neglecting  and  pafling  by  the  conftiiunr  nal 
and  authorized  agents  of  the  government 
they  are  m^de  through  tbe  medium  of  indi- 
viduals wiihout  public  char^6ter  or  autho- 
rity— and  above  all  if  they  carry  wilh  thcrn 
a  right  to  prefcribe  the  political  qualificati- 
ons of  the  minifter  of  the  (faked  States  to 
be  emplovrd  in  the  negociation,  thev  are 
not  entitled  to  attention  or  confideration, 
but  ought  to  be  regarded  as  deligned  10  te- 
parate  the  people  fiom  their  government, 
and  to  bring  about  bv  intrigue  that  which 
open  lorcecouldnottffi.it.  » 

We  are  of  opinion  with  you,  fir,  that 
there  has  nothing  yet  been  difcovered  in 
the  conduft  of  France,  which  can  juflily  a 
relaxation  of  the  means  of  c  fience  adopiecl 
during  the  laft  ft  ffion  of  congiels,  the  hap- 
py rclult  of  which  is  fo  fliongly  and  gene- 
rally maiked.

A  Heady  adherence  to  this  wife  and  man- 
ly policy,  a  proper  diiection  ot  the  noble 
fpirit  of  patriotilm  which  has  arifen  in  our 
countrv,  and  which  ought  to  beiherifiVd 
and  invigorated  by  evciy  branch  01  the  go- 
vernment, will  fecure  our  librrty  and  inde- 
pendence againft  all  open  ar  d  fecret  attacks.

Although  theofrkions  interference  of  indi- 
viduals, w  uhout  public  character  or  autho- 
rity, i»  not  entitled  to  any  credit,  vet  it  de- 
fervts  to  be  oonfideted,  whether  that  reme- 
rity  and  impertinence  ol  individuals,  affect- 
ion to  interfeie  in  public  affairs,  between 
France  and  the  United  Slates  whether  by 
their  iccret  rorrelpondenc<-,  or  otherwile, 
and  intended  to  impole  upon  the  people,  & 
feparate  them  from  their  government, 
ought  not  tc  be  enquired  into  and  corrected. 

I  thank,  you,  gentlemen,  (or  your  aflur- 
ances  that  you  will  beftow  that  confidera- 
tion  on  the  feveral  obj-tts,  pointed  out  in 
my  communication,  which  they  rclpetf- 
ively  merit. 

It  I  have  participated  in  that  undemand- 
ing, fincerity  and  conftanev,  which  have 
been  difpi  ived  bv  my  fellow  citizens  and 
country  men,  in  the  mod  trying  times  and 
critical  fituations,  and  fulfilled  my  duties  to 
them,  I  am  luppy.  The  tcflimony  of  the 
fenate  of  the  United  Stales,  in  my  favour, 
is  an  high  and  honorable  reward,  which  ie- 
ceives,  as  it  merits,  mv  greatr'ui  acknow- 
ledgements. Mv  z-alnus  cooperation,  in 
meafures  necelTary  to  fecure  usjufliceand 
coniideration,  may  always  be  depended  on.

The  fo'lrwing  anfwer  to  the  prefidcnt's  fpetch 
was  agreed  upon  without  debate,  tins  morning 
in  the  Ixouje  of  reprefentatives  : 

To  John  Adaros,  prefident  of  the  U.  States. 
Sir, 

The  houfe  of  reprefentatives  unite  with  you 
in  deploring  th  effects  of  the  defeating  malady 
by  which  the  feat  of  government  and  other  parts 
of  the  country,  have  recently  bjen  vifited.  In 
calling  our  attention  to  the  fatality  of  its  re- 
peated ravages,  and  inviting  us  to  confider  the 
expediency  of  exercifiig  our  conflitutional  pow- 
ers in  aid  of  the  health  laws  of  the  refpetlive 
fiates,yeur  recomm-nda'ion  is  fjr.tlnned  by  the 
dicla*es  of  humanity  and  liberal  policy.  On 
this  interefling  fubjetl  we  feel  the  neceffity  of 
adopting  every  wife  expedient  for  preventing  a 
calamity  fo  diffreffin*  to  individual  fujferers, 
end  fo  prtj  idirxal  to  our  national  commerce. 

7  hat  our  finances  are  in  a  p>ofperous  flate, 
votwi'hflanding  the  commercial  derangements 
refulting  from  this  calamity,  and  from  external 
anbarraffm-nts,  is  a  fatisf<jflo>y  manifeftatim 
of  the  great  extent  and  f.didity  of  the  public  re- 
fources.  Connected  with  this  filuation  of  our 
fifcal  concerns,  the  affurance  that  the  lega  pre- 
vifions  for  obtaining  revenue  by  direfl  taxation 
will  fulfil  the  views  of  the  legiflaiure,  is  peculi- 
arly acceptable, 

Defirous  as  we  -ret  hat  all  caufes  of  h"fnlit\ 
may  be  removed  by  the  ami  able  adjufl  nent  of 
national  differences,  we  team  with  fatisfa'hon, 
that,  in  pursuance  of  our  treaties  with  Spam 
an  I  Greet  britain,  advances  have  been  made 
for  definitively  fettHng  the  contrnverfies  relative 
t)  the  fouthern  and  the  north-eafem  limits  of 
th:  United  states.  With  fimilar  /en'im-nts 
we  have  received  your  information  that  the  pro- 
ceedings u-der  comxitffi oils,  authorized  by  the 
fame  trtoties,  affrd  (0  a  refpctiai'U  portion  of 
pur  citizen.*,  the  profpef.i  of  a  final  den  fun  on 
their  claims  for  m  v  itim:  injuries  committed  by 
fubjccls  of  thofe  powers. 

It  wouLi  be  the  thenfi  of  mutual  felicitation, 
wen  we  affured  of  experiencing  fimilar  modera- 
tion and  juftice  from  the  French  republic,  be- 
tween whit  h  and  the  United  States  differences 
have  unhappily  arifen.  But  thit  is  denied  us 
by  the  ultimate  failure  of  the  meafures  which 
have  been  taken  by  this  government  towards  an 
amicable  adjuflment  of  thofe  differences,  and  by 
the  various  inadmiffibie  pretenjions  on  the  part 
if  that  nation. 

The  continuing  in  force  the  decree  of  Janu- 
ary lafl,  to  which  you  have  more  particularly 
pointed  our  attenti  m.  ought,  of  ilfclf,  to  be  con- 
fidered  as  demonflrative  of  the  real  intentions  of 
the  French  government — That  decree  proclaims 
a  predatory  warfare  againft  the  unqueflionable 
rights  of  neutral  commerce ;  which,  with  our 
means  of  defence,  our  intcrefl  and  our  honour 
command  us  to  repel.  It,  therefore,  now  becom's 
the  United  States  U  be  as  determined  in  rcftft- 
once  as  they  have  been  pati'nt  in  juffering,  and 
condescending  in  negotiation. 

While  thofe  who  dxreli  the  a  fairs  of  France 
p'rftfl  in  the  enforcement  of  decrees  fo  hofiile  to 
cur  efential  rights,  their  conducH  forbids  us  to 
10nf.de  in  any  of  their  profeffions  of  amity. 

As  therefore  the  ccnducl  of  France  hitherto 
exhibits  nothing  which  ought  to  change  or  re- 
lux  our  m-afures  of  defence,  the  policy  of  ex- 
lending  and  invigorating  thofe  meafures,  de- 
mands our  fedulous attention.  The fudden  and 
remarkable  advantages  which  this  country  has 
experienced  from  a  fmall  naval  armament,  fuf- 
f  lentty  pr,.ve  the  utility  of  its  eftabltfhment. — 
As  it  rcjtdlstf.c  guarding  of  our  coaft,  the  pro- 
teQion  or  our  trade,  »nd  the  facility  and  faf-ty 
of  tranfporting  the  means  of  territorial  defence 
to  every  paju  ,.f  our  maritime  frontier,  an  ade- 
quate navW force  muff  be  confidertd  as  an  im- 
ftertant  object  of  national  policy.  Nor  do  we 
hffitatc  to  adopt  the  opinion,  that,  whether  ne- 
^otiaiijnt  w'th  France  are  refumed  cr  not,  vi 
goroui  preparation: jor  war  uitt be  aliZc inJif- 
pcrfMe. 


In  this  conjuntlure  of  affairs,  while  with 
you  we  ncognrze  our  ahuruan-  caufe  of  grati- 
tude to  the  Supreme  Dtfpojer  of  events  for  the 
ordinary  bhffings  of  prci  1  dtti  ■'.  we  regard,  as 
of  high  national  importance  the  minifi  flatten 
in  our  country,  of  a  magnanimous  fpirit  of  ie 
fifiance  to  foreign  dominant m.  J  his  fpirit 
merits  to  be  chenfied  and  mn  .gorated  by  ivery 
branch  of  government,  as  the  .v.  fiiw.abk  pledge 
of  national  profpertty  and  glory. 

Difdaining  a  reliance  on  fvcign  protection  ; 
wanting  no  foreign  guarantee  of  our  liberties  ; 
rcfolving  to  maintain  our  nati-inal  independence 
again/i  every  attempt  todefpoiius  of  thit  inef 
timable  treafure  :  we  confide,  under  provideme, 
in  the  patriotifm  ana  energies  of  the  people  of 
thefe  United  States  for  defeating  the  hofhle  en- 
terprizes  of  any  foreign  power. 

To  adopt  with  prudent  jorefight  fuch  fyjbf 
matical  meafures  as  may  be  expedient  for  call 
mg  forth  thofe  energies  wherever  the  national 
exigencies  may  require,  whether  on  the  ocean 
cm  our  own  territory — and  to  reconcile  with  the 
proper  fecurity  of  revenue,  the  convenience  if 
mercantile  enterprize,  on  which  fo  great  a  pro- 
portion of  the  public  rcfourccs  depends—are  ob- 
j'Bs  of  mcm-nt,  which  full  be  duly  regarded  in 
the  courfe  of  our  deliberations. 

Fully  as  we  accord  evith  yt/u  in  opinion,  that 
the  United  Stales  ought  not  to  fubmit  to  the  hu- 
miliation oj  fending  another  mmiflcr  to  France, 
without  previous  affurances  jujfu.iently  determi- 
nate that  he  will  be  duly  aaredited,  we  have 
heard,  with  cordial  approbation,  the  aeclarati- 
on  of  your  purpofe.fleadily  to  obferve  thofe  m»x- 
ims  of  humane  and  pacifc  policy  by  whith  the 
United  States  have  hitherto  been  governed. — 
While  it  is  left  with  France  to  take  the  requifile 
fleps  for  accommodation,  it  is  worthv  the  chief 
magiffrate  of  a  free  people,  to  make  known  to 
the  world,  that  juflue  on  the  part  of  France 
wilt  annihilate  every  obflacl'  to  the  refluratun 
of  a  friendly  interccurfe,  and  that  the  executive 
authority  of  this  country  will  r  fpetl  the  f acred 
rights  of  embaffy.  At  the  fame  time,  the  wif- 
dom  and  decifion  which  have  char a(lenj< d 
your  pafl  adminiflr ation.ajfures  us  that  no  illu- 
fory  profeffions  will  fedme  you  into  any  aban- 
donment 0}  rights  which  belong  to  die  United 
States,  as  a  jree  and  independent  nation.

Gentlemen, 

My  fincere  acknowledgments  are  dw  to  the 
houfe  of  reprefentatives  for  this  exttll/nt  addrefs 
fo  con/onant  to  the  iharaSer  of  reprefentatives 
of  a  great  and  free  people.  I  he  judgment  and 
feelings  of  a  nation,  I  believe,  were  never  more 
fully  expreffed  by  their  reprefentatives  than 
thofe  of  our  condituents  by  your  decided  deila- 
ratienn  that  with  our  means  of  defence,  our  in- 
tereft  and  honour  command  us  to  repel  a  pre- 
datory warfare  agnnft  the  unqueftionablc 
rights  c.f  neutral  commerce.  1  hat  it  becomes 
the  United  States  to  be  as  determined  in  refin- 
ance as  they  have  been  patient  in  'uffering,  and 
condefcendmg  in  negociatiort.  1  hat  while  thofe 
who  diretl  the  affairs  of  Franc v,  perfifl  m  the 
enforcement  of  decrees  fo  hodile  to  our  effential 
rights,  their  cndutl  forbids  us  to  ctnfide  in  any 
>/  their  profeffions  of  amity.  That  an  ade- 
quate nacal force  mud  be  confider  d  as  an  im 
portant  •hjeS  of  national  policy,  and  that  whe- 
ther negotiations  with  France  are  refumed  or 
not,  vigorous  preparatious  for  war  will  be  alike 
'  difpcnfible. 

The  generous  difdain  you  fo  cooly  and  delibe- 
itely  txpref.  of  a  reliance  on  foreign  protetli- 
1.  wanting  no  foreign  guarantee  of  our  liber- 
ties, refolding  to  maintain  our  national  inde 
pendenee,  againft.  every  tltempt  to  defpoil  us  of 
that  ine(\imable  treafure,  wi'l  m'.ct  the  full  ap- 
probation of  every  found  underl'xandtng,  and 
exulting  applaufes from  the  heart  cj  every  faith- 
ful American. 

I  th  ink  you,  gentlemen,  for  your  candid  ap- 
probation of  my  fentiments  on  the fubj:3  of  ne- 
gotiation, and  for  the  declaration  of  your  opi- 
nion that  the  policy  of  extending  and  invigorat- 
ing our  meafures  of  defence,  and  adoption  with 
prudent  forefight  of  fuch  fyftematical  meafures 
as  may  be  expedient  for  calling  forth  the  ener- 
gies of  our  country,  wherever  the  natitnal  ener- 
gies may  require,  wh'ther  on  the  ocean  or  on 
our  own  territory,  will  demand  your  moi\  fedu- 
lous  attention. 

At  the  faint  time  I  take  the  liberty  to  afjure 
you,  it  fnall  be  my  vigilant  endeavor  that  no  it 
lufory  profeffions  fnall  feduce  mi  into  any  aian 
donment  of  the  rights  which  belong  to  the  U. 
States  as  a  free  and  independent  nation.

'1  hat  the  general  aflembly  doth  p3r- 
j  ticnlariy  psottft  again!!  the  palpable 
and  alarming  infractions  of  the  conlti- 
1  ution,  in  the  two  late  cafes  of  the  "  a- 
licn  and  fedition  adrs,"  palled  at  the 
lafl  l'ellion  of  congrefs ;  the  fit  fl  of 
which  exerciles  a  power  no  where  de- 
legated to  the  federal  government  ; 
and  which  by  uniting  ltgifUtive  and 
judicial  powers  to  thofe  of  executive, 
(ubverts  the  general  principles  of  free 
government,  as  well  as  the  particular 
organization  and  pofitive  provifions  of 
the  federal  conlt itution  :  and  the  other 
of  which  acts,  exercifes  in  like  manner 
a  power  not  delegated  by  the  conllitu-

A  fecond  lettci  of  .he  f-.me  date  from 
Ballinahinch,  cotn  borate.-,  the  above  parti- 
culars, but  faysihat  Carrick/urgiH  haJ  K-en 
already  taken  poflefiion  of  by  the  pfople, 
and  that  ih-  Etiijl.fh  t'OJps  were  Byis^  in 
a  very  dilor^anized  flat-  in  ever\  d:i-ckon. 
Belfaft  wascxp  el  d  to  be  in  the  h*no*  ct 
the  rcvolutionifts  on  the  12th  ol  October. 
A  great  part  of  the  Erigiifh  fugitives  had 
fled  towards  Dublin,  where  it  w«s  expected 
a  laft,  and  decifive  ftand  would  be  made.

The  accounts  publifhrd  in  the  Aurci  of 
yeleiday,  from  In-land,  have  bren  qurfli- 
oned,  and  ingenuity  has  been  1  d  lo  ^re- 
fume  ihat  the  news  was  calculated  merely 
to  operate  on  the  price  ot  flaxfeed.

rity  we  have  pubhQied  fiom,  we  place  iht 
moft  perfect  reliance.
